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Continuation of 3. NOTE: claims 4-26 as listed in the after final amendment newly depend on claim 27, which contains a limitation not 
previously present in those claims (namely the step of heating the fiber glass waste prior to reducing it into a powder). Since the 
combination of that limitation with the limitations of claims 4-26 was not previously presented further consideration would be required in 
order to ensure that such combinations were fully supported and enabled by the specification as originally filed. Despite applicant's 
arguments in the previous reply such a limitation is required by claim 27 by the limitation "reducing the heated fiber glass waste into a glass 
powder". Therefore the claim imposes a specific order on the performance of the method step as required to read such a limitation in the 
claim. Altiris Inc. v. Symantec 

Corp., 318 F.3d 1363, 1371, 65 USPQ2d 1865, 1869-70 (Fed. Cir. 2003) . 



Continuation of 13. Other: It is agreed that currently amended claim 3 and claim 27 do contain different limitations in that currently 
amended claim 3 requires the heating of the fiber glass waste "to remove water, burn out organic matter, and/or increase the friability of the 
fiber glass waste". It is further noted that claim 3 as currently amended is not in condition for allowance because it does not contain every 
limitation of the version of claim 3 that was listed as objected to in the Office Action sent on 09 October 2007. Specifically, that Office 
Action indicated as allowable claim 3 including a limitation that "the fiber glass waste is heated... prior to reducing the fiber glass waste into 
the glass powder". The limitation of the heating occuring prior to the reducing is not present in claim 3 as currently amended. 
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
